VEGETATION OF 
350 MILLION YEARS AGO 

On exploring the Barents sea- 
shore, prospectors from Arkhan- 
gelsk found an Imprint of Dora 
dating back to the Devonian pe- 
riod. The sand-and-clay slab, 33 
centimetres wide and nearly hall 
a metre long, enables to en- 
visage plants which grew on the 
earth 350 million years ago. 

Similar finds have been maria 
before, though on a much small- 
er scale, nothing bigger than a 
matchbox. Yot they made It 
possible to osUbllsh that origi- 
nally a similar climate and flora 
existed In the Southern Ukraine, 
Scandinavia, [lie Kola Peninsula 
In the Soviet Narlh-Weit. end 
In Northern Canada. 

The Arkhangelsk slab has sur- 
prised scientists because it shows 
plants which have vanished from 
the face of the earth In (lie 
course of evolution, such ns leaf- 
less trees between three and flvo 
moires tall. These lrees have been 
called "Ln< to valla unusual” afior 
the place— Capo Lnrlovolykli on 
tho shore of Urn Barents Sen. 
where iho slab was found.

Contrary lo poisonous 
chemicals, Lhe new agent, devel- 
oped at the Byelorussian Forest- 
ry Research Institute, Is strict- 
ly selective In Its action. It Is 
based on bacteria produced from 
pest caterpillars. 

Gomelin is harmless not only 
for humans and animals but also 
for useful Insects which properly 
allows another method for for- 
est treatment to be used: the 
sweetened agent Is fed to ants 
end they spread In the forest 
these bacteria fatal for peats 
white remaining unaffected 
themselves. 

The production of gomelin has 
been started. It Is used mainly to 
treat forests that are close (o 
cities and water reservolra. This 
method of pest control Is two 
lo three tlpnes cheeper than the 
usa of chemicals.

Critics have nllen bean unsure of bow proper- 
ly to describe Uie silvery high notes and tbe as- 
tonishingly wide range ol Irina AikMpovat 
mezzo soprano volca: a high-pitched contralto 
some have said, while others have come down 
lu favour ol dramatic soprano with sonorous 
bass notes. It is her voice that provides the 
clue to Arkhipova's mysterious charm — she is 
a soloist at the Bolshoi In Moscow. Whatever 
reasons crtltrs may come up with lo explain 
(ha secret of her success, in ths Una! counti this 
has to be sought in her living voice. 

Arkhipova has sung at La Scala (30 appea- 
rances), at the Grand Opera In Parts, at Covent 
Garden In London, as well as In San Francisco, 
New York, and with many other of the world's 
leading opera companies. Arkhipova, moreover, 
belongs to tho charmed circle of topdass open 
iUts who are especially Invited by opera com- 
panies io take part In star productions — for an 
opera singer there can he no greater honour, 

Irina Arkhipova was born and grew up In 
Mohcow where she wont to a school which put 
special emphasis on music studies. For a time, 
her enthusiasm for drawing and sculpting 
ecllpsod her passion for music, and after leav- 
ing school, she became a student el the Archi- 
tectural Institute. She continued singing, how- 
ever, with an amateur student society, and 
lafeT at evening classes at the Moscow Conser- 
vatoire. In the opera studio, Arkhipova sang 
"Tlie Snow Malden" by Rlmaky-Korsakov. 
While for her graduation, she sang Lyubnaha lu 
"The Tsar's Bride". It wan at this point that she 
fell she could make It as an opera singer, and 
this decided her final cholco between sluglug 
and architecture. 

Her performance as Carmen iu Bizet's opora 
opened the door to the BolBhoi In Moscow. 
Since then, Arkhipova has travellod a long way 
— n road paved with one success oiler another. 
It Is hard to think of any well-known operatic 
role which lias not been sung by Arkhipova, lu 
all parts moreover she Invariably attains (he 
summit ol perfection. The list of old arias and 
romances sung by Arkhipova In sole concerts 
amounts to an anthology ol Russian and world 
chamber vocal music. Her repertoire contains 
over seven hundred conceit pieces of rillleieni 
epochs and styles.

Miniatures: as a revived art 


Uzbek craftsmen have revived 
the art ol the Eastern laquered 
miniature, whose secret was lost 
over three centuries ago. 

The key to the mystery was 
found In early scrolls contain- 
ing scrappy Information on 13th- 
15th century laquered minia- 
tures. It has been established 
that this art, which specialists 
believed emerged tn antiquity, 
had Its heyday tn the !3lh cen- 
tury and was still popular three 


centuries thereafter. The minia- 
tures were used lo decoiate 
books and jewellery- During the 
feudal wars ol the Middle Ages 
the art disappeared completely 
and by the 17lh century all tra- 
ces of It bad vanished. 

Uzbek craftsmen have also 
revived many other traditional 
Eastern pursuits, for Instance, 
the Bukhara art of gold casting 
and that of Samarkand ceram- 
ics.
